The economic conditions § in 
Europe give us the greatest con- 
cern. They have long received 
the earnest consideration of the 
administration. It is idle to Say 
that we are not interested = in 
these problems, for we are deep- 
ly interested from 
standpoint, as our credits and 
markets are involved, and from 
a humanitarian standpoint, as 
the heart of the American peo- 
ple goes out to those who are in 
distress. We cannot dispose of 
these problems by calling them 
European, for they are world 
problems. and we cannot escape 
the injurious consequences of a 
failure to settle them. 


an economic 


They are, however, European 
problems in the sense that they 
cannot be solved without the 
consent of European 7overn- 
ments. We cannot consent for 
them. The key to the settle- 
ment is in their hands, not in 
ours. 

Reparations Problem. 

The crux of the European sit- 
uation lies in the settlement of 
reparations. There will be no 
adjustment of other needs, how- 
ever pressing, until a definite 
and accepted basis for the dis- 
charge of reparations claims has 
been fixed. It is futile to at- 
tempt to erect any economic 
structure in Europe until the 
foundation is laid. 


How can the United States 
help in this matter? We are 
not seeking reparations. We are, 
ing@eed, asking for the _ reim- 
bursement of the costs of our 
army of occupation, and with 
good reason, for we have main- 
tained our army in Europe at 
the request of the allies and of 
Germany and under an agree- 
ment that its costs, with like 
army costs, should be a _ first 
charge upon the amounts paid 
by Germany. Others have been 
paid and we have not been paid.

No Invitation to Arbitrate. 

Some of our own people have 
suggested that the L'nited States 
should assume the role of arbi- 
ter. There is one sufficient an- 
sewer to this suggestion and that 
is that we have not been asked 
to assume the role of arbiter. 
There could be no such arbitra- 
ment. unless it were invited, and 
it would be an extraordinary 
and unparalleled thing for us to 
ask for such an invitation. 

I do not think that we should

mast authoritative expression 
obtainable? Governments need 
not bind themselves in advance 
to accept the recommendations, 
but they can at least make pos- 
sible such an inquiry with their 
approval and free the men who 
may represent their country in 
such a commission from any 
responsibility to foreign offices 
and from any duty to obey po- 
litical instructions. In other 
words, they may invite an an- 
swer to this difficult and press- 
ing question front men of such 
standing and in such circum- 
stances of freedom as will in- 
sure a reply prompted only: by 
knowledge and conscience. 

[ have no doubt that. dis- 
tinguished Americans would be 
willing to serve on such a com- 
mission. If governments saw fit 
to reject the recommendation 
upon which such a body agreed.

AMERICAN HISTORY FOR\ 


BRAHMS SYMPHONY AND 


After the First Year of the French Alliance the Stage 
Was Set for the Final Effort.

Where the Americans Had to Ferry.

iE long-expected French fleet arrived at Philadelphia just 

nine days after the British had left. Washington was anxious 

to have them go up at once and attack New York, but the 
French Admiral feared that the larger ships drew too much water 
to cfoss the bar. As the next best plan he took his ships to New- 
port, which was strongly held by the British. The Comte d’Estaing, 
the French commander, had about 4000 French soldiers on board, 
and he stopped at Providence, Rhode Island, and picked up 9000 
This combined force greatly outnumbered the 
English and the allies contemplated an easy victory. 

But shortly after they had landed and begun to lay siege to 
the town of Newport, the British fleet sailed out to meet it. Sud- 
denly a heavy storm broke and both fleets were forced to sail away 
and make for the open sea to keep from being wrecked upon ‘he 
coast. D’Estaing went up to Boston, and Gen. Sullivan, the Amer!- 
can commander, fearing that the British would come back, gave up 
the attempt to take Newport and withdrew from Rhode Island. In 
November the French fleet went to the West Indies. Although it 
accomplished little there, part of the British fleet was obliged to 
leave New York to watch the French. This weakened the British 
forces around New York. so that the Americans were left in com- 
parative peace for quite a long time. 

There was not much that Clinton could do at that moment. Ale 
sent a few ships down South, which destroyed the cities of Norfolk 
and Portsmouth, in Virginia, and brought back a lot of tobacco. 
On land, a raiding party went through Connecticut, paying visits 
to New Haven and Norwalk, and leaving a trail of smoking ruins 
behind it. A few ships also went up the Hudson to Stony Point, a 
short distance above Nyack, and captured it. There was a ferry 
there which the American troops were in the habit of using, and 
Gen. Clinton thought it would be rather a blow to them if he should 
get hold of it. As there were only 20 men guarding Stony Point, its 
capture was no great feat. Then Gen. Clinton set to work and 
made the place into a regular fortress, and detailed 700 men to 
hold it. The Americans now had to do all their ferrying at West 
Point. which was a great inconvenience, yet they could not spare 
the men to make a regular attack upon Stony Point. 

But Gen. Anthony Wayne of the American army, nicknamed 
‘‘Mad Anthony’’ by his men, with a small body of troops, stormed 
and retook Stony Point in a night attack. It was a very clever bit 
of work, very cleverly pulled off, and added greatly to Mad An- 
thony’s reputation. But the Americans were not able to hold on 
to the fort once they had taken it. Shortly afterwards it was re- 
duced to ruins. 

And in this way the first year of the French alliance went by 
and nothing of importance was accomplished. The time had come 
to set the stage for the final effort. Both the Americans and the 
English felt that the hour had come to settle the issue definitely 
and for all time. But in England many people began to feel that 
this war was an unprofitable venture, aud voices were heard which 
suggested that it might be better to make an end to this *“eivil 
warfare’’ and concentrate all the strength of the empire upon the 
war against the archenemy, France.

The Empress Eadoxia, Peter the Great and Major Gleboft. 


N uncouth giant, a beautifrl, 
A soune patrician, and a _ kind- 
hearted officer formed an un- 
usual and striking ‘triangle in the 
dawn of the eighteenth century. 
The uncouth giant was Peter the 
Great, the patrician the Empress 
Eudoxia, his wife,“and the officer. 
Major Gleboff, whose name would 
have passed into obscurity if it were 
not for the part he played in the 
life of-the Empress.

He received diplomats 
in a short shirt, with his hose slop- 
ping over his feet, he could be seen 
on the streets at times clad in the 
filthiest clothes and his large bu#tid, 
great strength and fearsome temper 
maginfieqd every uncongenial yuality 
He could be truly regarded 
as the personification of one of the 
tefrible, powerful giants that awed 
us in our fairy tale days. 

To offset the uncouth nature of 
Peter his mother hopefully marricd 
him to Eudoxia Lopukhina, a beau- 
tiful, finely bred though not or- 
ciever lady, To a man of Peter's 
inclinations a woman like Eudoxia 
was gall and within a year after his 
marriage he despatched her to a 
convent to pass 20 years of her life 
in a lonely, friendless existence. Pe- 
ter later took to his bosom a kitchen 
maid, formerly a Camp followe:. who 
fascinated him because of the nea: 
way in which she kept the. kitcl®-n 
of a friend. It was she who became 
the famous Catherine, elevated by 
Peter, in spite gf the shocked pro- 
tests of his country, to the throne cf 
Empress. e 

Confined in her solitary cell at the 
convent Eudoxia suffered every de- 
privation. She had not enough to 
eat nor clothes sufficient to keep her 
warm through -the intense cold of a 
Russian winter, anf she had to ap- 
peal to friends for necessary com- 
forts. One of those friendly persoas 
who took compassion upon the in- 
fortunate queen was a Major Gieb- 
off. His kindness aroused in Eu- 
doxia a fonéness that soon develope.! 
into a passion, though she knew he 
was a married man and she was 
nominally the wife of Peter. In 
time, Gleboff either became fearful

of the consequences of keeping uD | 


his relations witn Eudoxia, or his 
interest. cooled, for he stopped com- 
ing to,her. Then followed the lec- 
ters from Eudoxia to Gleboff which 
were to bring the latter to a horrib:e 
death at the hands of Peter.

“Where thy 
mine is also;

“My light, my soul, my joy,,-mas 
the cruel hour of separation come 
already?

Why do I love thee so much, my 
adored one, that without thee life is 
worthless? Why art thou angry with 
me? Why, my batushka, dost theu 
not come to see me? Have pity on 
me, O my ford, and come to see me

The nuns of the con- 
vent where Eudoxia was confined 
were. questioned and when they 
would not betray the queen they 
were put te torture, so brutal that 
many of them died, until confessiun 
was obtained. At Gileboff's home 
‘was found a package of Eudoxia's 
letters which the foclish man aad

kept and even labeled “Letters from 
the Empress.”’ Gieboff was forth- 
with taken in hand by Peter and 
tortufed to confess the story of tn: 
Queen's love for him in detail. When 
Gieboff's agony had brought the d: 

sired words to his mouth Peter or- 
dered his execution by a form of 
crucifixion, and, to preleng. his suf- 
ferings, he -had the wretched man 
wrapped warmly furs in order 
that the winter cold should not put 
an end to him before his wounds did 
In this horrible state Gleboff existed 
=8 hours before death came 

Peter @iid dare to deal 
Eudoxia as he doubtless 
and the farthest he could go was to 
have her publicly flogged and sent to 
more nunnery. Wnen 
Peter died Catherine vented her spite 
on Eudoxia freer fashion thar 
Peter and placed her in a damp and 
vermin-infested dungeon of a 
There Eudoxia remuined for 
two vears W hen, upon succession 
to the throne of Peter II. she was 
released and brought home and giv- 
en the honors that were denied her 
by Peter. 

But the mind of the queen 
had remained almost 30 years a pris- 
oner was weakened and she asked to 
be returned to a convent. two 
years later she died.

O not permit your aggressive

Too often mere brazenness is 
mistaken for brilliancy.

In order to grow and increase i's 
product, the hidden talent of your 
boy or girl must have its share of 
favorable opinion.

trivial to some. To me, however, it 
is expressive of “dynamic citizen- 
ship.’’\ It is a sure means of dssiat- 
ing the young to create in full their 
own personalities. 

Then, while you are busy bringing 
out the “Who's Who” among the 
children, why not bring mother into 
this scheme? Too often mother must 
be contented to find all her pleas- 
ure in ker quiet enjoyment of the 
achievements of the other members 
of the family group. 


The older’ children and the 
father,. also, must learn to switch 
the conversation to her side occa- 
sionally and must elicit favorable at- 
tention to her talents and achieve- 
ments.

Wherefore, look to “Who's Who” 
of every 3ember of the home 
group—father, mother, sister, broth- 
er—and play this up till each enjovs 
his own deserved share of recogni!- 
tion. Such methods will tend .o 
equalize the pleasure of all and to 
add much to the sum total of house- 
hold gnjoyment.
